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NEW YORK

tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara disclosed today Penta­ 
gon {dans to accept for mili­ 
tary 
training in the next 10 
months 40,000 men ordinarily 
disqualified because of educa­ 
tion and health reasons. 
He said the number would 
increase to 100,000 in the next 
fiscal year and in succeeding 
years. 
The men would undergo inten­ 
sive training using facilities of 
the Defense Department— “ the 
largest single educational com­ 
plex the world has ever known" 
— to become "fully satisfactory 
soldiers," McNamara said in a 
speech prepared for delivery to 
the convention of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 
Aides 
in 
Washington 
de­ 
scribed the training effort as 
unique and said men taken into 
the program will, like draftees 
and enlistees, be under military 
authority of the services. 
Pentagon spokesmen said 85 
per cent or more of such train­ 
ees are expected to qualify for 
military duty. Those who do not 
qualify "will not be retained" in 
the service. 
McNamara told of the pro­ 
gram in a speech that otherwise 
touched more on the war on 
poverty than the war in Viet 
Nam. 
The Pentagon chief declared 
at one point, however, the Unit­ 
ed States has kept its commit­ 
ments from South Viet Nam to 
Berlin "and will continue to do 
so until reasonable settlements 
are achieved." He offered no 
hope an end to the war is forth­ 
coming. 
"Our adversaries in Southeast 
Asia have come to respect our 
fire power," McNamara said. 
"It is clear now that they can 
only hope for a wavering of our 
willpower. . they are of course 
mistaken." 
Former Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon told the VFW con­ 
vention Monday night the Unit­ 
ed States should be prepared for 
five more years of combat in 
Viet Nam "unless there is a 
substantial 
increase 
in the 
present war effort." 
And Nixon said "as of the 
present time I foresee no hope 
for a diplomatic settlement of 
the war..." 
McNamara led up to his an­ 
nouncement of the training pro­ 
gram with a warning that "pov­ 
erty in America makes our na­ 
tion less secure." 
Obviously referring to racial 
disorders, he said since World 
War n state governors have had 
to call out the National Guard 
"no less than 59 times to put 
down disorders that could not be 
controlled by police." 
"We need not look as far as 
Africa, or Asia, or Latin Ameri­ 
ca for poverty-induced tensions 
that erupt into irrational vio­ 
lence," McNamara asserted. 
"It has often happened right 
here In the United States. It has 
happened this year." 
Then McNamara blamed pov­ 
erty for figuring in the rejection 
of 600,000 men a year for mili­ 
tary service, but said military 
qualification standards need not 
be lowered. 
"What I do believe is that 
through the application of ad­ 
vanced educational techniques 
we can salvage tens of thou­ 
sands of these men, each year, 
first for productive military 
careers and later for productive 
roles in society," he said, add­ 
ing: 
"We are, therefore, In the 
current fiscal year going to ac­ 
cept 40,000 men who currently 
fall into the disqualification cat­ 
egory — men who Bill to score 
well on the standard aptitude 
tests, but who when exposed to 
Intensive instruction in military 
skills and practical on-the-job 
training can qualify as fully sat- 
is&ctory soldiers; men who 
have been deprived of proper 
health care, but who can be 
brought up to physical fitness

DETROIT (AP) — The United 
Auto Workers Union gives every 
indication it is not taking as fi­ 
nal the Big Three automakers' 
rejection of contract reopening 
to give wage boosts to skilled 
workers. 
General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler are apprehensive as 
they shift into high gear on 1967 
models, despite labor contracts 
which run until September of 
next year. 
Unrest within any major seg­ 
ment of their 700,000-man labor 
force holds the threat of work 
stoppages or slowdowns. None 
wants this in a boom market 
such as has existed last year 
and this. 
GM, Ford and Chrysler sepa­ 
rately turned down Monday a 
UAW demand for immediate 
contract 
reopening 
to give 
skilled workers an immediate 
wage increase of at least 50 
cents an hour. 
The Big Three said reopening 
wasn't justified, pointed to up­ 
coming automatic raises next 
month under current contracts 
and said, at least in effect, the 
union should abide by the three- 
year pacts signed in 1964. 
The UAW contends its trades­ 
men working in auto plants are 
underpaid when compared with 
those of similar skills working 
elsewhere, particularly in the 
building trades. There have 
been demonstrations to empha­ 
size this theme, and at least one 
factory shutdown. 
Douglas Fraser, codirector of 
the union's skilled trades de­ 
partment, said the question of 
reopening now would be ad­ 
vanced to the top of the agenda 
for a meeting Sept 7 of the 
UAW's international executive 
board.

Cause not one of 
these little ones to stumble." 
The task of the teacher was 
expressed by exploring the

"The scientific revolution we 
are now experiencing is the 
greatest single influence of our 
time," he said. "These ex­ 
plorations into the unknown will 
have 
a profound impact on 
everyone, regardless of age, 
profession, or location. 
"Everyone must be aware of 
the extent to which this explo­ 
sion of knowledge, this crescen­ 
do of accomplishment is chang­ 
ing his life. 
"We are moving toward a new 
sense of human capability in 
which imagination, rather than 


technical 
Knowledge 
Is the 
limiting factor." 
Education, he said, is the first 
line of defense. Unfortunately, 
education is not enough geared 
to the needs of the children to­ 
day. 
"We are caught in the thrust 
of the technical revolution. And 
we find ourselves in the same 
boat as the railroads of not 
doing our job." 


The concept of the future is 
most intriguing, he said. "We 
must be made aware of what is 
happening — the profound hap­ 
penings of today.” 
Citing the computer as his 
chief example, Pluimer said, 
since 
the invention of the 
computer 15 years ago, man and 
the computer have doubled the 
amount of knowledge accumu­ 
lated prior to its invention. 


The greatest invention of man 
was writing, 
invented 5,000 
years ago. It led to the price­ 
less knowledge. And since the 
invention of the computer, that 
knowledge has doubled, Plui­ 
mer reasoned. 


Spme predictions for the future 
included: a world of unlimited 
power, 
with 
interplanetory 
space travel emerging a reality, 
rather than a dream. 


Few persons beyond the sci­ 
ences realize what is happening 
today, he noted. 


The giant stride we have now 
taken is the task of man in 
outer space. This is the great­ 
est project undertaken by man 
since the building of the pyra­ 
mids, he said.

WHEN THE LIGHTS WENT OUT 
Demographers and others concerned with pop­ 
ulation phenomena are watching carefully the 
birth statistics for the two week-period ending 
Tuesday, Aug. 23. The question is what ef­ 
fect the 1$ 1/2-hour power blackout Just nine 
mdhtfts ago, on Dèe. 9, 1965, may have had on 
conception. Several large hospitals in the New 
Ytìfck City area reported a sharp increase in 
birth in the 36 hours preceding last Aug. 10. 
Mt. Sinai Hospital, which averages 11 births 
daily, had 26, a record, on Aug. 8. However, 
the next day the hospital had only 16 births. 
Some others had only slightly above average 
births during the two-day period. Bellevue, 
which had 29 new babies on Aug. 8, compared 
with an average of 20, had only one on Aug. 
U. 
National statistics show birth rate rises nine 
months after Pearl Harbor and after the out­ 
break of the Korean War, but then the draft 
may have had something to do with this. Dr. 
Christopher Tietze, director of the National 
Committee on Maternal Health, says of the 
blackout phenomenon (N.Y. Times, Aug. 10, 
1966): ”1 am skeptical until I see the data 
from the entire city.” The recent birth rates 
in Albany, Rochester, New Haven, and Provi­ 
dence have been normal. But in those cities 
the blackout ended in mid-evening. 
Eastman’s Obstetrics states that birth occurs 1 
270 days from the last ovulation or 282 days 
from the last menstrual period. A total of 
274 days elapsed between the power blackout 
and Aug. 8. 
A scientific compilation of data may prove , 
fruitless in any event. In the United States 
more babies are born in Aug. and September, 
fewer in April and May. The highest period of 
conception (resulting in births uigie months 
later) centers around Christmastime.

The new economics of the Johnson admini­ 
stration have been torpedoed out of existence 
by the inflationary settlement proposal in the 
airline machinists’ strike. 
The guidelines haven’t controlled inflation 
anyway. They only served to permit President 
Lyndon B. Johnson to browbeat Big Steel into 
refraining from increasing the price of steel. 
Lesser industries have been raising prices 
with impunity. 
As important as steel is to the cost of liv­ 
ing it is not the only factor involved. 
The effort by the President to control in- 
flation was about as effective as trying to scoop 
water from a sinking boat by using a sieve. 
Will the Great Society fail, too, in its major 
objective of waging war in Viet Nam while 
spending money recklessly in pursuing new 
social welfare goals — pretending insofar as 
domestic programs are ‘concerned that the 
nation is not at war? 
Sen. Stuart Symington says that it can’t be 
done. We are certain that he is right and that 
the country is heading for tougher times. The 


steady slide of prices on the stock market 
suggests that the problem is no secret. 
Symington returned from a trip to Europe 
with the opinion that the United States is dan­ 
gerously overcommitted abroad. 
He suggested two courses of action: 
Persuade our allies to bear a greater portion 
of the cost of defending the free world. 
Make major changes in our domestic programs 
“consistent with the scope of our worldwide 
committments.” In other words, we should re­ 
trench rather than expand our domestic pro­ 
grams. 
The effort to persuade our allies to spend 
more to help themselves has failed. 
Of course, the politically conscious Johnson 
is not going to reduce any spending on domes­ 
tic programs. He is in trouble enough with the 
voters as things stand. He will not risk in­ 
creased unpopularity. 
Symington’s conclusion was that if the United 
States failed to act on the two recommended 
courses of action it would be forced to reduce 
its commitments. 
President Johnson appears to be gambling that 
it won’t happen to him. His luck may not hold. 
The people will suffer the consequences re­ 
gardless. 
The prospect worries them.

2. Lyndon Johnson's days as 
a senator sitting in the joint sen­ 
ate committee which investi­ 
gated the reasons for Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's toilure in 
Korea and his recall by Harry 
Truman. 
Most 
Important conclusion 
drawn from those hearings was 
that MacArthur made a fatal 
error when he went up to the 
Chinese border. Until that time 
the United States was fighting 
the North Korean army alone. 
No Chinese had intervened. 
But 
after MacArthur told 
President 
Truman 
at their 
Wake Island 
conference that 
he would go up to the Yalu 
River and thereby bring the 
boys home by Christmas, just 
Hie opposite happened. As Mac­ 
Arthur approached the Yalu 
River, the Chinese army count­ 
erattacked and he experienced 
the most disastrous retreat of 
any American military force 
since the defeat of General 
Custer. 
President Johnson well re­ 
members these hearings and is 
determined not to make the 
same mistake.

Here is 
the reply of the young man who 
may some day do for the White 
House what he is doing for New 
York's City Hall — make it 
spin:

New York: American politics 
have finally broken out of the 
clubbhouse and onto the side­ 
walks where they belong. Citi­ 
zens for Eisenhower clubs, 
Civic 
Improvement Associa­ 
tions, storefront volunteers are 
examples of the way the public 
at large has begun to enter 
active politics in the last 15 
years. 
The 
increase in people’s 
leisure time has led many to 
seek a part in campaigns, as 
volunteers. It is a good thing, 
the best thing that can happen 
to a candidate, but along with 
new opportunities tor 
the 
professional politician it brings 
new problems. The volunteers 
are 
amateurs in the 
real 
sense of the word—people who 
are doing something tor their 
own satisfaction and without 
special training or experience. 
That means they have to be 
spoon • fed, taken by the hand 
and shown all the common- 
sense but not always obvious 
rules 
and customs of 
the 
game. They have to be told just 
what an assembly district is, 
they have to learn not to can- 
vas& after 9 p.m., they have to 
understand how to make the 
qualities which attracted them 
in 
the 
candidate sound in­ 
teresting and appealing to the 
uncommitted voters they are 
trying to win over. It sounds' 
simple - and it is, but 
dif­ 
ferent from most people's ex­ 
perience to 
a degree 
that 
many find baffling as well as 
toscinating. 
What turns out to be baffling, 
more than anything else, is the 
fact that the standards of other 
professions 
and occupations 
just don’t apply in politics. The 
old adage is still true —politics 
is the art of the possible, of 
compromise. It has to work. R 
may seem unpleasant or strange 
to the novice that a candidate 
can't come out strongly on some 
secondary point that is going to 
cost him votes without helping 
to define his basic position. 
But that's the way it is be­ 
cause there is no trying harder 
because you’re second best in 
politics. You win and have a 
chance to carry out all your 
plans, or you lose and you’re 
finished. 
That is why politics is such 
hard work. Your man must win 
- or it’s all tor notiiing. A col­ 
lege debater was assigned the 
topic, "Should ideals play a part 
in a political campaign"? Wise 
enough to be perplexed by the 
question, he ‘asked the crusty 
governor of his state tor ad­ 
vice. 
The governor thought a while 
and said, '^Son, the answer is 
'yes.' Ideals should play a part 
in a good political campaign. 
In fact, in a good campaign you 
should use anything you can lay 
your hands on." 
The hard work, I've found, Is 
part of the appeal of politics 


tor volunteers. Most of them 
just want to be a part of the 
political scene, without much 
serious concern about 
the 
philosophical differences 
be­ 
tween the parties or candidates. 
As a campaign manager, I know 
that they are often worth their 
weight in financial contribu­ 
tions. 
In Oregon in the 1964 Republi­ 
can Presidential primary, 200,- 
000 letters asking for help were 
mailed on behalf of Governor 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, and 8,- 
000 people never before con­ 
nected with a political organi­ 
zation volunteered. They turned 
out to be the most important 
single toctor in his victory. 
The new volunteer should have 
a 
tow reassurances 
about 
getting into politics. I offer 
these: 
1. Don't be afraid to walk 
into a political headquarters 
alone, without 
an introduc­ 
tion. Eighty per cent of the 
campaign workers do. Hope­ 
fully, you’ll be warmly 
wel­ 
comed, a contrast to the dosed- 
door attitude once found 
in 
political dubs. Warm up early 
and slowly. You can’t be a gen­ 
eral the first day. Don’t wor­ 
ry about "not knowing the is­ 
sues." You'll soon learn what 
you need to know. Anyway, it 
never hurts to say, "I don't 
know." 
2. Once involved, the new­ 
comer often worries that his 
candidate isn’t getting across 
to the public. You'll soon learn 
that newspapers are not im­ 
partial, but human, and 
it 
doesn’t matter what you say but 
where, when and how. Some­ 
times it’s not the quality of 
your candidate’s statements, 
but the quantity of other news 
that 
day which determines 
whether he gets press atten­ 
tion. 
3. Campaigns are expensive. 
Candidates usually have to raise 
all the money themselves, to 
the average congressional dis­ 
trict of 200,000 
voters, one 
piece of mail to each voter to­ 
tals 
about $25,000. Postage 
alone will cost $10,000. The cost 
of an adequate congressional 
campaign will run from $70,- 
000 to $100,000. If the candidate 
doesn’t send at least one piece 
of mail to each voter or have 
enough brochures, he will be 
critldzed tor running lazy. If 
he raises enough money to tell 
his story, he will probably be 
accused of buying his seat. 
Don’t let it worry you. Winning 
counts. And don't waste money 
In a political headquarters. 
4. The very cost of 
cam­ 
paigning makes volunteers all 
the more necessary. Doorbell 
ringing, telephone and coffee 
gatherings can make up for a 
lot of the TV, radio and mail­ 
ing now priced beyond most can­ 
didates' easy reach. The tech­ 
nique 
is being developed in 
many parts of the country. 
Among the attractive 
new 
candidates using it successful­ 
ly 
are Richard Thornburgh, 
running tor Congress in Pitts­ 
burgh's 14th District; Norman 
S. Fenton, running tor judge in 
Tucson, Arix.; Daniel Button, 
running tor Congress in New 
York's Albany • Schenectady- 
Troy District; and F. F. "Mon. 
jty" Montgomery, running tor 
re-election to the State House 
of Representatives in Oregon. 
| And finally, it isn't just that 
I volunteers help politicians get 
elected that makes them im­ 
portant. The main point is that 
they can be a real toctor 
la 
getting the best people elected, 
in keeping political standards 
high. To a great many people, 
"politician" is a dirty word 
and the burdens of seeking and 
holding office 
deem beyond 
bearing. If everybody Mt that 
way, nobody 
worth electing 
would ever agree to run tor of­ 
fice. The new breed of volun­ 
teers in politics can help de­ 
velop the new breed of politi­ 
cians.

The several agencies have, 
of course, endeavored to estab­ 
lish their own more precise 
criteria for the classification 
of information; but it still ap­ 
pears to be almost impossi­ 
ble, where there are so many 
authorized reasons for secrecy, 
to erect rational and meaning­ 
ful standards. As a governmen­ 
tal spokesman recently said, in 
specific cases “ judgment” be­ 
comes “the decisive flictor,” 
and judgments in the face of 
such conflicts of values 
as 
confront every classifying of­ 
ficer are bound to differ wide­ 
ly. With thousands if not tens 
of thousands of individual of­ 
ficers popular obsession with 
secrecy almost for its 
own 
sake, with every pressure in 
favor of classification when in 
doubt and with virtually no pres­ 
sure in fevor of declassification 
or refusal to classify, it is 
inevitable that 
governmental 
secrecy should spread far be­ 
yond the bounds of the reason­ 
able and necessary. Nearly 
everyone who has examined the 
subject has agreed with 
the 
Defense 
Department's 
own 
Committee on Classified Infor­ 
mation (under 
Charles A. 
Coolidge) that there is a tre­ 
mendous over • classification 
of documents 
But in spite of 
elaborate radiations for re­ 
straint and declassification no 
one seems yet to have dis­ 
covered an adequate 
means 
for controlling the process. 
Secrecy breeds secrecy. An 
important example is the way 
in which Congressional com­ 
mittees have, because they find 
themselves dealing with classi­ 
fied matter, expanded their use 
of executive sessions and thus 
concealed their 
own opera­ 
tions from the scrutiny of their 
constituents. Secrecy for cer­ 
tain 
technological develop­ 
ments, because of their im­ 
mediate military importance, 
invites secrecy for related de­ 
velopments, of less direct rea­ 
sons for secrecy are 
so 
numerous, it becomes easy to 
use secrecy for mere adminis- 


trative convenience, for public 
relations, and so on. One would 
hesitate to criticize such ad­ 
ministrative suppressions in 
themselves; it is only when they 
are supported by the tremen­ 
dous legal and popular sanc­ 
tions surrounding “the 
na. 
tlonal security” that they be­ 
come questionable. 


When almost any bit of infor­ 
mation about a country can con­ 
ceivably be of some use to a 
potential enemy, it becomes 
difficult 
to .discriminate be­ 
tween secrets which can 
be 
kept, secrets which cannot be 
kept, and secrets which 
are 
not 
worth keeping. 
In the 
Sperry Gyroscope cases, the 
company Insisted that the whole 
of its 
plant, and not merely 
those areas in which classifled 
work was going on, should be 
classified. It was 
seriously 
argued that a truck driver com­ 
ing in simply to pick up packaged 
shipments might, if he were a 
Soviet agent, convey valuable 
information merely by noting 
the bulk, numbers, and 
ad­ 
dresses of the shipments. It is 
just possible that in time of 
war information of this kind 
might 
to some 
slight extent 
ease the work of a hostile in­ 
telligence service; 
it is in­ 
credible that in time of peace 
any Soviet intelligence agency 
would waste much time or ef­ 
fort in suborning truck drivers 
to copy addresses on Spery 
shipments, and certain that if 
they did so the military value 
of the information would 
be 
negligible. Presumably, 
the 
company's real reason for want­ 
ing the whole plant classified 
was to simplify the administra­ 
tive and managerial tasks im­ 
posed by the complications of 
the security system itself, if 
not, as some believed, to en­ 
able it to bar from its plants 
employees whom it regarded 
for other than security 
rea­ 
sons “undesirable.” 
T h e 
whole issue was irrelevant to 
the real security of the na­ 
tion, but was solemnly 
de­ 
bated as though it were.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
--Biologists may not have the 
stamina to swim behind whales, 
romp through African jungles 
chasing 
elephants or stomp 
around frigid Arctic regions 
after polar bears. But they have 
found a friend to do it for them 
--an orbiting satellite. 
Stalking animals will become 
one of many chores for the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration's 
versatile 
Nimbus 
weather satellites, 
starting with Numbus 3 to be 
launched late next year. 
Biologists 
and conserva­ 
tionists want to know more 
about 
migratory habits of 
beasts to prevent animal spe­ 
cies from becoming extinct and 
help them learn what secret 
migratory sense steers animals 
to 
destinations hundreds of 
miles away. They want answers 
to questions like: 
How do migrating sea turtles 
find Ascension Island? Where 
do certain animals go which 
disappear for months at a time? 
Do animals navigate by the sun, 
stars or perhaps 
magnetic 
waves? 
The navigation system used 
by whales or sea turtles could 
be used to steer submarines. 
Whatever guides ducks 
and 
geese southward in winter and 
north in summer may be useful 
to aircraft. The caribou's sys­ 
tem may aid guidance methods 
for land vehicles. 
Biologists working with the 
Smithsonian Institution plan to 
attach special electronic pack­ 
ages to large Jand animals when 
Nimbus 3 orbits the globe. The 
devices are to beam signals that 
will permit the satellite to plot 
the animals' location at least 
twice daily to an accuracy of 1 
1/2 miles. 
Plans call for the packs to be 
attached first to large animals, 
such as elephants, whales, tur­ 
tles, caribou and polar bears. 
Each pack 
weighs 
about 25 
pounds, but researchers for 
NASA's Goddard Space Flight 
Center said they may eventually 
be reduced to about two pounds 
so biologists can get informa­ 
tion on migratory 
habits of 
smaller animals as well. 
The devices were developed 
primarily to send weather in­ 
formation - temperature, pres­ 
sure and humidity readings - 
from remote ground stations to 
orbiting Nimbus. Asthesatel- 
llte speeds around the Earth, it

JEFFERSON CITY — Rseems 
like ages since the name of 
Thomas Francis Eagleton was 
splashed across page one with 
some degree of regularity. 
Never one to hid his politi­ 
cal light under a basket, Eag­ 
leton is suffering from lack of 
exposure these days by virtue 
of his office. 
As lieutenant governor, a post 
he won in 1964, he doesn't make 
the headlines as he did when he 
was attorney general, the Job 
he held the previous four years. 
The young St. Louis attorney— 
he'll be 37 Sept. 4—stormed the 
Jefferson City ramparts as 
attorney general-elect late in 
1960 and made some of the 
oldtimers sit up and take note. 
Slow down, they warned, don't 
upset the applecart, 
there's 
plenty of time to move up the 
ladder. 
During the next four years, 
Eagleton made 
the 
office 
of attorney general even more 
controversial than most of his 
predecessors did. Never one to 
ride the fence, Mr. Eagleton ap­ 
parently took delight in issuing 
opinions that upset conserva­ 
tives, liberals, Democrats and 
Republicans. 
Remember these headlines? 
“ Board 
of Pharmacy and 
Eagleton 
clash." “Eagleton 
promotes 
consumer 
fraud 
legislation." “ Eagleton 
for 
hearing examiner bill." Eag­ 
leton urges updating criminal 
laws." 
And of course, the granddaddy 
of them all, “ Eagleton says Sun­ 
day Closing 
law will be en­ 
forced." 
Now as Lieutenant Governor, 
Eagleton 
makes a 
f e w 
speeches for Governor Hearnes 
and does some ribbon cutting. 
There just isn't too much to do 
in the job to keep your name 
before the public. Even for a 
guy like Tom Eagleton. 
At that, though, he's probably 
more fortunate than others be­ 
fore him. Governor Hearnes 
has delegated some of his side 
duties to Eagleton. He made a 
study of the Department of Cor­ 
rections and Parole Board. He's 
currently heading a study on ed­ 
ucation in Missouri. 
As 
Lieutenant Governor at 
$12,000 a year, there's enough 
time to practice law and boost 
the family income, something he 
couldn't do with the full time at­ 
torney general's job and $15,000 
a year. 
What does the future hold 
for the man who cut his teeth 
on politics and surely won't be 
satisfied in his present posi­ 
tion too much longer? 
It's not revealing any sec­ 
rets to say that Eagleton's one 
eye is just about bloodshot be­ 
cause it's been cocked in the 
direction of Washington, D. C., 
for so long. 
He had a notion to go for a 
U.S. Senate seat in 1962 but 
listened to the advice of some 
old pros who figures it was too 
early.

Small town shoppers may still 
be folksy but they like big city 
variety and services in a super 
market. 
According 
to 
the massive 
“Consumer Dynamics in the 
Super 
Market" study, many 
traditions commonly associated 
with country life still exist and 
influence small town market 
buying patterns today, with 
friendliness and comprehensive 
service foremost. 
The study was conducted by 
Progressive Grocer Magazine 
in cooperation with The Kroger 
Company, the nation’s third 
largest grocery retailer, and 
the Rueben H. Donnelley Cor­ 
poration, a leading research 
firm. 
Nearly 75% 
of small town 
shoppers 
say 
they 
enjoy 
marketing, the study reports. 
Marketing ties in strongly with 
long 
standing 
domestic 
interests. . .notably baking and 
canning. . , and accounts for 
above average sales in biscuit 
flours and mixes, 102%; baking 
powder and soda, 
28%; pie 
filling, 57%; cookie and cake 
mixes, 50%; and coconut, 79%. 
Canning supplies are 84% above 
average. 
The study observes, too, that 
the 
habit 
of eating a big 
breakfast in rural areas has 
not been abandoned. Cold cereal 
sales are 300 units a week 
above that of the average super 
market and bread and rolls are 
1300 units more. Dried prunes 
sell five tiroes better in the 
small town super market. 


By contrast, Shies of fresh 
produce are substantially less 
(24%) than other super markets 
owing to

popular 
tradition of home vegetable 
gardens. 
The study also indicated the 
following characteristics about 
small town customers: 
They move less often and have 
larger families. 
The average 
small town family lives in one

Small town residents 
also have comparatively big

compared to 3.8 
persons of all groups studied. 
They are good super market 
customers. Small town families 
have lower average incomes... 
but their weekly outlay for food 
is only a dollar less per week 
than other groups. They buy 
78% of their groceries in the 
siroer 
market 
while other 
families spend 77% in super 
markets. 
The availability of nonfoods 
is popular with small town 
shoppers because of the lack 
3f many specialty shops 
in 
their community. As a result, 
the 
sale 
of 
clothing and 
accessories in small town super 
markets 
is 
27% 
above 
average. 
They buy in larger quantities. 
Because small town customers 
make 
fewer 
trips 
to the 
supermarket 
every 
week, 
they are especially prone to 
buy in multiple units and are 
the biggest one stop customers 
among all groups. 
They are influenced by special 
displays. Special displays have 
a particular 
attraction 
tor 
small town shoppers. 
This 
may be due to their basic rural 
upbringing where “stocking up" 
on canned goods and non* 
perishables is traditional, the 
study says. 
Advertising plays an important 
role in the small town shopper's 
buying and account for 29% 
of first time purchases. Other 
reasons they make a first time 
purchase in order of influence 
are need for product, curiosity, 
low price, display, coupons and 
recommendation by a friend. 
But advertising will not cause 
as many small town shoppers 
to change brands. 
Just 7% 
will do so compared to 13% 
for all types of shoppers, the 
study points out.

NEW YORK 
AP ~ Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara disclosed today Penta­ 
gon plans to accept for mili­ 
tary 
training in the next 10 
months 40,000 men ordinarily 
disqualified because of educa­ 
tion and health reasons. 
He said the number would 
increase to 100,000 in the next 
fiscal year and in succeeding 
years. 
The men would undergo inten­ 
sive training using focEities of 
the Defense Department— “the 
largest single educational com­ 
plex the world has ever known” 
— to become “ fully satisfactory 
soldiers,” McNamara said in a 
speech prepared for delivery to 
the convention of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 
Aides 
in 
Washington 
de­ 
scribed the training effort as 
unique and said men taken into 
the program will, like draftees 
and enlistees, be under military 
authority of the services. 
Pentagon spokesmen said 85 
per cent or more of such train­ 
ees are expected to qualify for 
military duty. Those who do not 
qualify “will not be retained” in 
the service. 
McNamara told of the pro­ 
gram in a speech that otherwise 
touched more on the war on 
poverty than the war in Viet 
Nam. 
The Pentagon chief declared 
at one point, however, the Unit­ 
ed States has kept its commit­ 
ments from South Viet Nam to 
Berlin “ and will continue to do 
so until reasonable settlements 
are achieved.” He offered no 
hope an end to the war is forth­ 
coming. 
“ Our adversaries in Southeast 
Asia have come to respect our 
fire power,” McNamara said. 
“ It is clear now that they can 
only hope for a wavering of our 
willpower. . they are of course 
mistaken.” 
Former Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon told the VFW con­ 
vention Monday night the Unit­ 
ed States should be prepared for 
five more years of combat in 
Viet Nam “unless there is a 
substantial 
increase 
in the 
present war effort.” 
And Nixon said “as of the 
present time I foresee no hope 
for a diplomatic settlement of 
the w ar...” 
McNamara led up to his an­ 
nouncement of the training pro­ 
gram with a warning that “ pov­ 
erty in America makes our na­ 
tion less secure.” 
Obviously referring to racial 
disorders, he said since World 
War II state governors have had 
to call out the National Guard 
“ no less than 59 times to put 
down disorders that could not be 
controlled by police.” 
“ We need not look as far as 
Africa, or Asia, or Latin Ameri­ 
ca for poverty-induced tensions 
that erupt into irrational vio­ 
lence,” McNamara asserted. 
“ It has often happened right 
here in the United States. It has 
happened this year.” 
Then McNamara blamed pov­ 
erty for figuring in the re jection 
of 600,000 men a year for mili­ 
tary service, but said military 
qualification standards need not 
be lowered. 
“ What I do believe is that 
through the application of ad­ 
vanced educational techniques 
we can salvage tens of thou­ 
sands of these men, each year, 
first for productive military 
careers and later for productive 
roles in society,” he said, add­ 
ing: 
“ We are, therefore, in the 
current fiscal year going to ac­ 
cept 40,000 men who currently 
fall into the disqualification cat­ 
egory — men who fail to score 
well on the standard aptitude 
tests, but who when exposed to 
intensive instruction in military 
skills and practical on-the-job 
training can qualify as fully sat­ 
isfactory soldiers; men who 
have been deprived of proper 
health care, but who can be 
brought up to physical fitness

human race. Cause not one of 
these little ones to stumble.” 
The task of the teacher was

“ Frontiers of Our Time,” title 
of Plumier’s speech. 


“ The scientific revolution we 
are now experiencing is the 
greatest single influence of our 
tim e,” he said. “ These ex­ 
plorations into the unknown wEl 
have 
a 
profound impact 
on 
everyone, regardless of age, 
profession, or location. 
“ Everyone must be aware of 
the extent to which this explo­ 
sion of knowledge, this crescen­ 
do of accomplishment is chang­ 
ing his lEe. 
“ We are moving toward a new 
sense of human capabEity in 
which imagination, rather than 


technical 
Knowledge 
is 
the 
limiting factor.” 
Education, he said, is the first 
line of defense. Unfortunately, 
education is not enough geared 
to the needs of the children to­ 
day. 
“ We are caught in the thrust 
of the technical revolution. And 
we find ourselves in the same 
boat as the raEroads of not 
doing our job.” 


The concept of the future is 
most intriguing, he said. “ We 
must be made aware of what is 
happening -- the profound hap­ 
penings of today.” 
Citing the computer as his 
chief example, Pluimer said, 
since 
the 
invention 
of the 
computer 15 years ago, man and 
the computer have doubled the 
amount of knowledge accumu­ 
lated prior to its invention. 


The greatest invention of man 
was 
writing, 
invented 5,000 
years ago. It led to the price­ 
less knowledge. And since the 
invention of the computer, that 
knowledge 
has doubled, Plui­ 
mer reasoned. 


Spme predictions for the future 
included: a world of unlimited 
power, 
with 
interplanetory 
space travel emerging a reality, 
rather than a dream. 


Few persons beyond the sci­ 
ences realize what is happening 
today, he noted. 


The giant stride we have now 
taken is the task of man in 
outer space. This is the great­ 
est project undertaken by man 
since the buEding of the pyra­ 
mids, he said.

and enlistees, be under military 
authority of the services. 
Pentagon spokesmen said 85 
per cent or more of such train­ 
ees are expected to qualify for 
military duty. Those who do not 
qualify “ will not be retained” in 
the service. 
McNamara told of the pro­ 
gram in a speech that otherwise 
touched more on the war on 
poverty than the war In Viet 
Nam. 
The Pentagon chief declared 
at one point, however, the Unit­ 
ed States has kept its commit­ 
ments from South Viet Nam to 
Berlin “ and will continue to do 
so until reasonable settlem ents 
are achieved.”

They fre­ 
quently use that same advertisement month 
after month, as long as it pulls. 
There’s another plus value that sometimes 
arises, too. That’s the impact of repetition of 
unusually important and well-told messages. 
So under the right circumstances, don’t be 
afraid to repeat an effective, worthwhile ad. 
After all, not all the readers of any publica­ 
tion ever see and read all the advertisements 
or editorial matter in every issue. And con- 
summers get new wants and new ideas from day 
to day and week to week.

WHEN THE LIGHTS WENT OUT 
Demographers and others concerned with pop­ 
ulation phenomena are watching carefully the 
birth statistics for the two week-period ending 
Tuesday, Aug. 23. The question is what ef­ 
fect the 13 1/2-hour power blackout just nine 
months ago, on Dec. 9, 1965, may have had on 
conception. Several large hospitals in the New 
Yrork City area reported a sharp increase in 
birth in the 36 hours preceding last Aug. 10. 
Mt. Sinai Hospital, which averages 11 births 
daily, had 26, a record, on Aug. 8. However, 
the next day the hospital had only 16 births. 
Some others had only slightly above average 
births during the two-day period. Bellevue, 
which had 29 new babies on Aug. 8, compared 
with an average of 20, had only one on Aug. 
11. 
National statistics shv w birth rate rises nine 
months after Pearl Harbor and after the out­ 
break of the Korean War, but then the draft 
may have had something to do with this. Dr. 
Christopher Tietze, director of the National 
Committee on Maternal Health, says of the 
blackout phenomenon (N.Y. Times, Aug. 10, 
1966): “ I am skeptical until I see the data 
from the entire city.” The recent birth rates 
in Albany, Rochester, New Haven, and Provi­ 
dence have been normal. But in those cities 
the blackout ended in mid-evening. 
Eastman’s Obstetrics states that birth occurs 
270 days from the last ovulation or 282 days 
from the last menstrual period. A total of 
274 days elapsed between the power blackout 
and Aug. 8. 
A scientific compilation of data may prove 
fruitless in any event. In the United States 
more babies are born in Aug. and September, 
fewer in April and May. The highest period of 
conception (resulting in births nine months 
later) centers around Christmastime.

The new economics of the Johnson admini­ 
stration have been torpedoed out of existence 
by the inflationary settlement proposal in the 
airline machinists’ strike. 
The guidelines haven’t controlled inflation 
anyway. They only served to permit President 
Lyndon B. Johnson to browbeat Big Steel into 
refraining from increasing the price of steel. 
Lesser industries have been raising prices 
with impunity. 
As important as steel is to the cost of liv­ 
ing it is not the only factor involved. 
The effort by the President to control in­ 
flation was about as effective as trying to scoop 
water from a sinking boat by using a sieve. 
Will the Great Society fail, too, in its major 
objective of waging war in Viet Nam while 
spending money recklessly in pursuing new 
social welfare goals — pretending insofar as 
domestic programs are concerned that the 
nation is not at war? 
Sen. Stuart Symington says that it can’t be 
done. We are certain that he is right and that 
the country is heading for tougher times. The 


steady slide of prices on the stock market 
suggests that the problem is no secret. 
Symington returned from a trip to Europe 
with the opinion that the United States is dan­ 
gerously overcommitted abroad. 
He suggested two courses of action; 
Persuade our allies to bear a greater portion 
of the cost of defending the free world. 
Make major changes in our domestic programs 
“ consistent with the scope of our worldwide 
committments.” In other words, we should re­ 
trench rather than expand our domestic pro­ 
grams. 
The effort to persuade our allies to spend 
more to help themselves has failed. 
Of course, the politically conscious Johnson 
is not going to reduce any spending on domes­ 
tic programs. He is in trouble enough with the 
voters as things stand. He will not risk in­ 
creased unpopularity. 
Symington’s conclusion was that if the United 
States failed to act on the two recommended 
courses of action it would be forced to reduce 
its commitments. 
President Johnson appears to be gambling that 
it won’t happen to him. His luck may not hold. 
The people will suffer the consequences re­ 
gardless. 
The prospect worries them.

gas engine passenger motor ve­ 
hicles. 
“ State 
statutes 
define

hicle,” declared Colonel E. I. 
(Mike) Hockaday, Superintend­ 
ent of the Missouri Highway 
Patrol, ” and therefore all 
motorcycles must comply with 
the above muffler regulation. 
Members of the 
Patrol have 
been instructed to rigidly en­ 
force the laws relating to muf­ 
flers on all motor vehicles.” 
The Patrol Superintendent not­ 
ed that 
while many motor­ 
cyclists are observing this reg­ 
ulation, a few have chosen to 
disobey the law by not having 
their vehicles equipped with 
properly attached mufflers.

Chinese border. Until that time 
the United States was fighting 
the North Korean army alone. 
No Chinese had intervened. 
But 
after 
MacArthur told 
President 
Truman 
at their 
Wake Island 
conference that 
he would go up to the Yalu 
River and thereby bring the 
boys home by Christmas, just 
the opposite happened. As Mac- 
Arthur 
approached the Yalu 
River, the Chinese army count­ 
erattacked and he experienced 
the most disastrous retreat of 
any American military force 
since the defeat of General 
Custer. 
President Johnson well 
re­ 
members these hearings and is 
determined not to make the 
same mistake. 
Simultaneously, 
intelligence 
estimates on China rate Lin 
Piao, the new military strong­ 
man, as quite capable of inter­ 
vening in a hurry if American 
troops should push across the 
17th parallel into North Viet 
Nam.

Chamberlain, will be very much 
on the sidelines. 
Sen. Karl 
Mundt, another Republican, will 
v^cupy a major spot before the 
TV cameras. His Democratic 
rival, Donn Wright, will be in 
the background. 
The Big Bend Dam was con­ 
ceived under the flood control 
act passed by Franklin Roose­ 
velt and the money for it was 
appropriated under Truman. Its 
origins 
are 
entirely Demo­ 
cratic. However, the Republi­ 
cans will get about three days 
of political TV exposure, thanks 
to the non - political trip of 
Dean Rusk. 
PAN AMERICAN 
COMMON MARKET 
President Johnson’s proposal 
of a common market for the 
Americas can be as important 
to the Western Hemisphere as 
the onetime battle of Simon 
Bolivar to 
liberate half 
of 
South America from the Spanish 
crown. 
For the integration of Pan 
American economy which 
he 
proposed can liberate a quarter 
of a billion Latins from poverty, 
from cut • throat tariff rivalry, 
Industrial competition, and the 
disastrous ups and downs of 
world commodity markets. 
It follows the philosophy of 
Pepi figures, ex-President of 
Costa Rica, and 
Enrique Te- 
jera - Paris, present Venezue­ 
lan Ambassador to Washing­ 
ton, who pioneered a common 
market in Central America. 
These small countries with sim­ 
ilar tropical fruit-growing cli­ 
mates, have already started to 
oool their markets and 
re­ 


sources. Tejera - Paris, when 
exiled from Venezuela, 
spent 
several years promoting this ! 
under the leadership, ironical­ 
ly, of the United Nations. 
The larger republics of South 
America 
have long suffered 
from rampant nationalism -the 
demand of the military and the 
ruling aristocracy that each 
country develop its own textile 
industry, its own iron and steel 
industry, drill its own oil wells, 
manufacture its own automo­ 
biles. 
Under the Johnson plan, Pan 
America would reverse all of 
this. 
Back in the 
early days of 
American history, Thomas Jef­ 
ferson proposed union between 
the countries of North and South 
America. He went further than 
a common market, urged a fed­ 
eration of the Americas. 
Other North American lead­ 
ers were then too isolationist, 
too intent on developing our own 
west; while Latin leaders were 
too intent on their own wars and 
rivalries. So a great opportu­ 
nity for unity was lost. 
The Johnson proposal could 
recapture the economic unity 
which Jefferson urged. Political 
unity will be a lot more diffi­ 
cult.

sound in­ 
teresting and appealing to the 
uncommitted voters they are 
trying to win over. It sounds 
simple - and it is, but it's dif­ 
ferent from most people’s ex­ 
perience to 
a degree 
that 
many find baffling as well as 
fascinating. 
What turns out to be baffling, 
more than anything else, is the 
fact that the standards of other 
professions 
and occupations 
just don’t apply in politics. The 
old adage is still true — politics 
is the art of the possible, of 
compromise. It has to work. If 
may seem unpleasant or strange 
to the novice that a candidate 
can’t come out strongly on some 
secondary point that is going to 
cost him votes without helping 
to define his basic position. 
But that’s the way it is be­ 
cause there is no trying harder 
because you’re second best in 
politics. You win and have 
a 
chance to carry out all your 
plans, or you lose and you’re 
finished. 
That is why politics is such 
hard work. Your man must win 
- or it’s all for nothing. A col­ 
lege debater was assigned the 
topic, “ Should ideals play a part 
in a political campaign"? Wise 
enough to be perplexed by the 
question, he asked the crusty 
governor of his state for ad­ 
vice. 
The governor thought a while 
and said, “Son, the answer 
is 
’yes.’ Ideals should play a part 
in a good political campaign. 
In fact, in a good campaign you 
should use anything you can lay 
your hands on.” 
The hard work, I’ve found, is 
part of the appeal of politics 


for volunteers. Most of them 
just want to be a part of the 
political scene, without 
much 
serious 
concern about 
the 
philosophical differences 
be­ 
tween the parties or candidates. 
A sa campaign manager, I know 
that they are often worth their 
weight in financial contribu­ 
tions. 
In Oregon in the 1964 Republi­ 
can Presidential primary, 200,- 
000 letters asking for help were 
mailed on behalf of Governor 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, and 8,- 
000 people never before 
con­ 
nected with a political organi­ 
zation volunteered. They turned 
out to be the most important 
single factor in his victory. 
The new volunteer should have 
a 
few 
reassurances 
about 
getting into politics. I offer 
these: 
1. Don’t be afraid to walk 
into a political headquarters 
alone, without 
an introduc­ 
tion. Eighty per cent of the 
campaign workers do. Hope­ 
fully, you’ll be warmly 
wel­ 
comed, a contrast totheclosed- 
door attitude once found 
in 
political clubs. Warm up early 
and slowly. You can’t be a gen­ 
eral the first day. Don’t wor­ 
ry about “not knowing the is­ 
sues.” You’ll soon learn what 
you need to know. Anyway, it 
never hurts to say, “ I don’t 
know.” 
2. Once involved, the new­ 
comer often worries that his 
candidate isn’t getting across 
to the public. You'll soon learn 
that newspapers are not 
im­ 
partial, but human, 
and 
it 
doesn’t matter what you say but 
where, when and how. Some­ 
times it’s not the quality of 
your 
candidate’s statements, 
but the quantity of other news 
that 
day which determines 
whether he gets press atten­ 
tion. 
3. Campaigns are expensive. 
Candidates usually have to raise 
all the money themselves. 
In 
the average congressional dis­ 
trict of 200,000 
voters, one 
piece of mail to each voter to­ 
tals 
about $25,000. 
Postage 
alone will cost $10,000. The cost 
of an adequate congressional 
campaign will run from $70,- 
000 to $100,000. If the candidate 
doesn’t send at least one piece 
of mail to each voter or have 
enough brochures, he will 
be 
criticized for running lazy. If 
he raises enough money to tell 
his story, he will probably be 
accused of buying his seat. 
Don’t let it worry you. Winning 
counts. And don’t waste money 
in a political headquarters. 
4. The very cost of 
cam­ 
paigning makes volunteers all 
the more necessary. Doorbell 
ringing, telephone and coffee 
gatherings can make up for a 
lot of the TV, radio and mail­ 
ing now priced beyond most can­ 
didates’ easy reach. The tech­ 
nique 
is being developed in 
many parts 
of the country. 
Among the attractive 
new 
candidates using it successful­ 
ly 
are Richard Thornburgh, 
running for Congress in Pitts­ 
burgh’s 14th District; Norman 
S. Fenton, running for judge in 
Tucson, Ariz.; Daniel Button, 
running for Congress in New 
York’s Albany - Schenectady- 
Troy District; and F. F. “ Mon­ 
ty” Montgomery, running for 
re-election to the State House 
of Representatives in Oregon. 
And finally, it isn’t just that 
volunteers help politicians get 
elected that makes them 
im­ 
portant. The main point is that 
they can be a real fector 
in 
getting the best people elected, 
in keeping political standards 
high. To a great many people, 
“politician" is a dirty word 
and the burdens of seeking and 
holding office 
seem beyond 
bearing. If everybody felt that 
way, nobody 
worth electing 
would ever agree to run for of- 
, fice. The new breed of volun. 
teers in politics can help de­ 
velop the new breed of politi­ 
cians.

WHEN THE LIGHTS WENT OUT 
Demographers and others concerned with pop­ 
ulation phenomena are watching carefully the 
birth statistics for the two week-period ending 
Tuesday, Aug. 23. The question is what ef­ 
fect the 13 1/2-hour power blackout just nine 
months ago, on Dec. 9, 1965, may have had on 
conception. Several large hospitals in the New 
York City area reported a sharp increase in 
birth in the 36 hours preceding last Aug. IO. 
Mt. Sinai Hospital, which averages ll births 
daily, had 26, a record, on Aug. 8. However, 
the next day the hospital had only 16 births. 
Some others had only slightly above average 
births during the two-day period. Bellevue, 
which had 29 new babies on Aug. 8, compared 
with an average of 20, had only one on Aug. 
IL 
National statistics sh. # birth rate rises nine 
months after Pearl Harboi and after the out­ 
break of the Korean War, but then the draft 
may have had something to do with this. Dr. 
Christopher Tietze, director of the National 
Committee on Maternal Health, says of the 
blackout phenomenon (N.Y. Tim es, Aug. IO, 
1966): 
“ I am skeptical until I see the data 
from the entire city.” The recent birth rates 
in Albany, Rochester, New Haven, and Provi­ 
dence have been normal. But in those cities 
the blackout ended in mid-evening. 
Eastman’s Obstetrics states that birth occurs 
270 days from the last ovulation or 282 days 
from the 
last menstrual period. A total of 
274 days elapsed between the power blackout 
and Aug. 8. 
A scientific compilation of data may prove 
fruitless 
in any event. In the United States 
more babies are born in Aug. and September, 
fewer in April and May. The highest period of 
conception 
(resulting in births nine months 
later) centers around Christmastime.

The new economics of the Johnson admini­ 
stration have been torpedoed out of existence 
by the inflationary settlement proposal in the 
airline m achinists’ strike. 
The guidelines haven’t controlled inflation 
anyway. They only served to permit President 
Lyndon B. Johnson to browbeat Big Steel into 
refraining from increasing the price of steel. 
Lesser industries have been raising prices 
with impunity. 
As important as steel is to the cost of liv­ 
ing it is not the only factor involved. 
The effort by the President to control in­ 
flation was about as effective as trying to scoop 
water from a sinking boat by using a sieve. 
Will the Great Society fail, too, in its major 
objective of waging war in Viet Nam while 
spending money recklessly in pursuing new 
social welfare goals -- pretending insofar as 
domestic programs are concerned that the 
nation is not at war? 
Sen. Stuart Symington says that it can’t be 
done. We are certain that he is right and that 
the country is heading for tougher tim es. The 


steady slide of prices on the stock market 
suggests that the problem is no secret. 
Symington returned from a trip to Europe 
with the opinion that the United States is dan­ 
gerously overcommitted abroad. 
He suggested two courses of action; 
Persuade our allies to bear a greater portion 
of the cost of defending the free world. 
Make major changes in our domestic programs 
“ consistent with the scope of our worldwide 
committments.” In other words, we should re­ 
trench rather than expand our domestic pro­ 
grams. 
The effort to persuade our allies to spend 
more to help them selves has failed. 
Of course, the politically conscious Johnson 
is not going to reduce any spending on domes­ 
tic programs. He is in trouble enough with the 
voters as things stand. He will not risk in­ 
creased unpopularity. 
Symington’s conclusion was that if the United 
States failed to act on the two recommended 
courses of action it would be forced to reduce 
its commitments. 
President Johnson appears to be gambling that 
it won’t happen to him. His luck may not hold. 
The people will suffer the consequences re­ 
gardless. 
The prospect worries them.

Seeds planted by professional

minorities to disobey laws they 
don’t like and to riot and bum 
a community if they don’t want 
to live in it. History teaches 
clearly that toleration, and most 


assuredly 
encouragement, of 
some lawlessness encourages 
much lawlessness. 
In addition, the lawless are 
being materially rewarded for

No Chinese had intervened.

MacArthur told

Truman 
at their 
Wake Island 
conference that 
he would go up to the Yalu 
River and thereby bring the 
boys home by Christmas, just 
the opposite happened. As Mac­ 
Arthur 
approached 
the Yalu 
River, the Chinese army count­ 
erattacked and he experienced 
the most disastrous retreat of 
any American military force 
since the defeat of General 
Custer. 
President Johnson well 
re­ 
members these hearings and is 
determined not to make the 
same mistake. 
Simultaneously, 
intelligence 
estimates on China rate Lin 
Piao, the new military strong­ 
man, as quite capable of inter­ 
vening in a hurry lf American 
troops should push across the 
17th parallel into North Viet 
Nam.

President Johnson's proposal 
of a common market for the 
Americas can be as important 
to the Western Hemisphere as 
the onetime battle of Simon 
Bolivar to 
liberate half 
of 
South America from the Spanish 
crown. 
For the integration of Pan 
American economy which 
he 
proposed can liberate a quarter 
of a billion Latins from poverty, 
from cut - throat tariff rivalry, 
industrial competition, and the 
disastrous ups and downs 
of 
world commodity markets. 
It follows the philosophy of 
Pepi figures, ex-Presldent of 
Costa Rica, and 
Enrique Te- 
Jera • Paris, present Venezue­ 
lan Ambassador to Washing­ 
ton, who pioneered a common 
market in Central America. 
These small countries with sim ­ 
ilar tropical fruit-growing cli­ 
mates, have already started to 
oool 
their markets and 
re­ 


sources. Tejera • Paris, when I 
exiled from Venezuela, 
spent I 
several years promoting 
this 
under the leadership, ironical­ 
ly, of the United Nations. 
The larger republics of South 
America 
have long suffered 
from rampant nationalism -the 
demand of the military and the 
ruling aristocracy that each 
country develop its own textile 
industry, its own iron and steel 
industry, drill its own oil w ells, 
manufacture its own automo­ 
biles. 
Under the Johnson plan, Pan 
America would reverse all of 
this. 
Back in the 
early days of 
American history, Thomas Jef­ 
ferson proposed union between 
the countries of North and South 
America. He went further than 
a common market, urged a fed­ 
eration of the Americas. 
Other North American lead­ 
ers were then too isolationist, 
too intent on developing our own 
west; while Latin leaders were 
too intent on their own wars and 
rivalries. So a great opportu­ 
nity for unity was lost. 
The Johnson proposal could 
recapture the economic unity 
which Jefferson urged. Political 
unity will be a lot more diffi­ 
cult.

knows him and its hopefuls seek 
him out. Why? What makes 
a 
strategist sought

divergent as Nelson Rockefeller 
and George Romney? What is his 
formula? I asked him. Here is 
the reply of the young man who 
may some day do for the White 
House what he is doing for New 
York’s City Hall — make 
it 
spin:

New York: American politics 
have finally broken out of the 
clubhouse and onto the side­ 
walks where they belong. Citi­ 
zens 
for Elsenhower 
clubs,

examples of the way the public 
at large has begun to enter 
active politics in the last 
15 
years. 
The 
increase 
in 
people’s 
leisure 
time has led many to 
seek a part in campaigns, as 
volunteers. It is a good thing, 
the best 
thing that can happen 
to a candidate, but along with 
new opportunities for 
the 
professional politician It brings 
new problems. The volunteers 
are 
amateurs 
in the 
real 
I sense of the word—people who 


I are doing something for their 
own satisfaction and without 
special training or experience. 
That means they have to be 
spoon - fed, taken by the hand 
and shown all the common­ 
sense but not always obvious 
rules 
and customs 
of 
the 
game. They have to be told just 
what an assembly district is, 
they have to learn not to can­ 
vas^ after 9 p.m., they have to 
understand how to make 
the 
qualities which attracted them 
in 
the 
candidate 
sound in­ 
teresting and appealing to the 
uncommitted voters they 
are 
trying to win over. It sound® 
simple - and it is, but ii’s dlf- 
ferent from most People’s ex­ 
perience to 
a degree 
that 
many find baffling as well as 
fluctuating. 
What turns out to be baffling, 
more than anything else, is the 
tect that the standards of other 
professions 
and 
occupations 
Just don't apply in politics. The 
old adage is still true — politics 
is the art of the possible, of 
compromise. It has to work. R 
may seem unpleasant or strange 
to the novice that a candidate 
can’t come out strongly on some 
secondary point that is going to 
cost him votes without helping 
to define his basic position. 
But that's the way it is be­ 
cause there is no trying harder 
because you're second best in 
politics. You win and have 
a 
chance to carry out all your 
plans, or you lose and you’re 
finished. 
That is why politics is such 
hard work. Your man must win 
— or it’s all tor nothing. A col­ 
lege debater was assigned the 
topic, “Should ideals play a part 
in a political campaign” ? Wise 
enough to be perplexed by the 
question, he asked the crusty 
governor of his state tor 
ad­ 
vice. 
The governor thought a while 
and said, “Son, the answer 
is 
’yes.’ Ideals should play a part 
in a good political campaign. 
In fact, in a good campaign you 
should use anything you can lay 
your hands on.” 
The hard work, I’ve found, is 
part of the appeal of politics 


for volunteers. Most of them 
just want to be a part of the 
political scene, without 
much 
serious 
concern 
about 
the 
philosophical differences 
be­ 
tween the parties or candidates. 
As a campaign manager, I know 
that they are often worth their 
weight in financial contribu­ 
tions. 
In Oregon in the 1964 Republi­ 
can Presidential primary, 200,- 
OOO letters asking for help were 
malled on behalf of Governor 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, and 8,- 
OOO people never before 
con­ 
nected with a political organi­ 
zation volunteered. They turned 
out to be the most important 
single factor in his victory. 
The new volunteer should have 
a 
few 
reassurances 
about 
getting into politics. I offer 
these: 
1. Don't be afraid to 
walk 
into a political headquarters 
alone, without 
an introduc­ 
tion. Eighty per cent of the 
campaign workers do. Hope­ 
fully, you’ll be warmly 
wel­ 
comed, a contrast to the closed- 
door attitude once found 
in 
political clubs. Warm up early 
and slowly. You can't be a gen- 
era I 
fir*;* day 
w o r . 
ry about “not knowing the is­ 
sues.” You’ll soon learn what 
you need to know. Anyway, it 
never hurts to say, “ I don’t 
know.” 
2. Once involved, the new­ 
comer often worries that 
his 
candidate isn’t getting across 
to the public. You’ll soon learn 
that newspapers are not 
im­ 
partial, but human, and 
it 
doesn't matter what you say but 
where, when and how. Some­ 
times it’s not the quality of 
your candidate's statements, 
but the quantity of other news 
that 
day 
which determines 
whether he gets press atten­ 
tion. 
3. Campaigns are expensive. 
Candidates usually have to raise 
all the money themselves. 
In 
the average congressional dis­ 
trict of 200,000 
voters, one 
piece of mail to each voter to­ 
tals 
about $25,000. 
Postage 
alone will cost $10,000. The cost 
of an adequate congressional 
campaign will run from $70,- 
000 to $100,000. If the candidate 
doesn’t send at least one piece 
of mail to each voter or have 
enough brochures, he will 
be 
criticized for running lazy. If 
he raises enough money to tell 
his story, he will probably be 
accused of buying his seat. 
Don't let it worry you. Winning 
counts. And don't waste money 
In a political headquarters. 
4. The very cost of 
cam­ 
paigning makes volunteers all 
the more necessary. Doorbell 
ringing, telephone and coffee 
gatherings can make up for a 
lot of the TV, radio and mail­ 
ing now priced beyond most can­ 
didates’ easy reach. The tech­ 
nique 
is being developed in 
many 
parts 
of the country. 
Among the attractive 
new 
candidates using it successful­ 
ly 
are Richard Thornburgh, 
running tor Congress in Pitts­ 
burgh’s 14th District; Norman 
S. Fenton, running for judge in 
Tucson, Arts.; Daniel Button, 
running for Congress in New 
York’s Albany • Schenectady- 
Troy District; and F. F. “ Mon­ 
ty” Montgomery, running for 
re-election to the State House 
of Representatives in Oregon. 
And finally, it isn’t just that 
volunteers help politicians get 
elected that makes them 
im­ 
portant. The main point is that 
they can be a real factor 
in 
getting the best people elected, 
in keeping political standards 
high. To a great many people, 
“politician” is a dirty word 
and the burdens of seeking and 
holding office 
seem beyond 
bearing. If everybody felt that 
way, nobody 
worth electing 
would ever agree to run for of­ 
fice. The new breed of volun­ 
teers in politics can help de­ 
velop the new breed of politi­ 
cians.

The several agencies have,

authorized reasons for secrecy, 
to erect rational and meaning­ 
ful standards. As a governmen­ 
tal spokesman recently said, in 
specific cases “ judgment” be­ 
comes “ the decisive factor,” 
and judgments in the face of 
such conflicts of values 
as 
confront 
every classifying of­ 
ficer are bound to differ wide­ 
ly. With thousands if not tens 
of thousands of individual of­ 
ficers popular obsession with 
secrecy almost for its 
own 
sake, with every pressure in 
favor of classification when in 
doubt and with virtually no pres­ 
sure in fcivor of declassification 
or refusal to classify, it is 
inevitable 
that 
governmental 
secrecy should spread far be­ 
yond the bounds of the reason­ 
able 
and 
necessary. Nearly 
everyone who has examined the 
subject has agreed with 
the 
Defense 
Department’s 
own 
Committee on Classified Infor­ 
mation (under 
Charles 
A. 
Coolidge) that there is 
a tre­ 
mendous over • classification 
of documents. But in spite of 
elaborate regulations for re­ 
straint and declassification no 
one seem s yet to have dis­ 
covered an adequate 
means 
for controlling the process. 
Secrecy breeds secrecy. An 
important example is the way 
in which Congressional com­ 
m ittees have, because they find 
themselves dealing with classi­ 
fied m atter, expanded their use 
of executive sessions and thus 
concealed their 
own opera­ 
tions from the scrutiny of their 
constituents. Secrecy for cer­ 
tain 
technological 
develop­ 
ments, because of their im­ 
mediate military importance, 
invites secrecy for related de­ 
velopments, of less direct rea­ 
sons for secrecy are 
so 
numerous, it becomes easy to 
use secrecy for mere adminis­ 


trative convenience, for public 
relations, and so on. One would 
hesitate to criticize such 
ad­ 
m inistrative 
suppressions in 
them selves; it is only when they 
are supported by the trem en­ 
dous legal and popular sanc­ 
tions surrounding “ the 
na. 
tional security” that they be­ 
come questionable. 


When almost any bit of infor­ 
mation about a country can con­ 
ceivably be of some use to a 
potential enemy, it becomes 
difficult 
to discrim inate be­ 
tween secrets which can 
be 
kept, secrets which cannot be 
kept, and secrets which 
are 
not 
worth keeping. 
In 
the 
Sperry Gyroscope cases, 
the 
company insisted that the whole 
of its

launched late next year. 
Biologists 
and

tionists want to know more 
about 
migratory 
habits 
of 
beasts 
to prevent animal spe­ 
cies from becoming extinct and 
help them learn what secret 
m igratory sense steers animals 
to 
destinations 
hundreds 
of 
m iles away. They want answers 
to questions like: 
How do migrating sea turtles 
find Ascension Island? Where 
do certain animals go which 
disappear for months at a time? 
Do animals navigate by the sun,

or 
perhaps 
magnetic 
waves? 
The navigation system used 
by whales or sea turtles could 
be used to steer subm arines. 
W hatever guides ducks 
and 
geese southward in winter and 
north in summer may be useful 
to aircraft. The caribou’s sys­ 
tem may aid guidance methods 
for land vehicles. 
Biologists working with the 
Smithsonian Institution plan to 
attach special electronic pack­ 
ages to large land animals when 
Nimbus 3 orbits the globe. The 
devices are to beam signals that 
will perm it the satellite to plot 
the anim als’ location at least 
twice daily to an accuracy of 1 
1/2 m iles. 
Plans call for the packs to be 
attached first to large animals, 
such as elephants, whales, tu r­ 
tles, caribou and polar bears.

Individual Freedom And 
The Common Defence

THE CLASSIFICATION 
SYSTEM CONTINUED 
The several agencies have, 
of course, endeavored to estab­ 
lish their own more precise 
criteria for the classification 
of information; but it still ap­ 
pears to be almost 
impossi­ 
ble, where there are so many 
authorized reasons for secrecy, 
to erect rational and meaning­ 
ful standards. As a governmen­ 
tal spokesman recently said, in 
specific cases “ judgment” be­ 
comes "the decisive lictor,w 
and judgments in the face of 
such conflicts of values 
as 
confront 
every classifying of­ 
ficer are bound to differ wide­ 
ly. With thousands if not tens 
of thousands of individual of­ 
ficers popular obsession with 
secrecy almost for Its 
own 
sake, with every pressure in 
favor of classification when in 
doubt and with virtually no pres­ 
sure in Ai vor of declassification 
or refusal to classify, it Is 
inevitable 
that 
governmental 
secrecy should spread for be­ 
yond the bounds of the reason­ 
able and 
necessary. Nearly 
everyone who has examined the 
subject has agreed with 
the 
Defense 
Department's 
own 
Committee on Classified Infor­ 
mation (under 
Charles 
A. 
Coolidge) that there is 
a tre­ 
mendous over • classification 
of documents. But in spite of 
elaborate regulations for re­ 
straint and declassification no 
one seems yet to have dis­ 
covered an adequate 
means 
for controlling the process. 
Secrecy breeds secrecy. An 
important example is the way 
In which Congressional com­ 
mittees have, because they find 
themselves dealing with classi­ 
fied m atter, expanded their use 
of executive sessions and thus 
concealed their 
own opera­ 
tions from the scrutiny of their 
constituents. Secrecy for cer­ 
tain 
technological 
develop­ 
ments, because of their Im­ 
mediate m ilitary importance, 
invites secrecy for related de­ 
velopments, of less direct rea­ 
sons for secrecy are 
so 
numerous, it becomes easy to 
use secrecy for m ere adminis­ 


trative convenience, for public 
relations, and so on. One would 
hesitate to criticize such 
ad­ 
m inistrative 
suppressions in 
themselves; It is only when they 
a re supported by the trem en­ 
dous legal and popular sanc­ 
tions surrounding “ the 
na. 
tional security” that they be­ 
come questionable.

worth keeping,

the

Stalking animals will become 
one of many chores for the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s 
versatile 
Nimbus 
weather 
satellites, 
starting with Numbus 3 to be 
launched late next year. 
Biologists 
and 
conserva­ 
tionists want to know more 
about 
migratory habits 
of 
beasts 
to prevent animal spe­ 
cies from becoming extinct and 
help them learn what secret 
m igratory sense steers animals 
to 
destinations 
hundreds 
of 
m iles away. They want answers 
to questions like: 
How do migrating sea turtles 
find Ascension Island? Where 
do certain animals go which 
disappear for months at a time? 
Do anim als navigate by the sun, 
s ta rs 
or 
perhaps 
magnetic 
waves? 
The navigation system used 
by whales or sea turtles could 
be used to steer submarines. 
W hatever guides ducks 
and 
geese southward in winter and 
north In summer may be useful 
to aircraft. The caribou’s sys­ 
tem may aid guidance methods 
for land vehicles. 
Biologists working with the 
Smithsonian Institution plan to 
attach special electronic pack­ 
ages to large Jand animals when 
Nimbus 3 orbits the globe. The 
devices are to beam signals that 
will perm it the satellite to plot 
the anim als’ location at least 
twice dally to an accuracy of I 
1/2 m iles. 
Plans call for the packs to be 
attached first to large anim als, 
such as elephants, whales, tu r­ 
tles, caribou and polar bears.

Out of 
Headlines

JEFFERSON CITY — Itseem s 
like ages since the name of 
Thomas Francis Eagleton was 
splashed across page one with 
som e degree of regularity. 
Never one to hid his politi­ 
cal light under a basket, Eag­ 
leton is suffering from lack of 
exposure these days by virtue 
of his office. 
As lieutenant governor, a post 
he won in 1964, he doesn't make 
the headlines as he did when he 
was attorney general, the job 
he held the previous four years. 
The young St. Louis attorney— 
he'll be 37 Sept. 4—stormed the 
Jefferson 
City 
ramparts as 
attorney general-elect late in 
1960 and 
made some of the 
oldtim ers sit up and take note. 
Slow down, they warned, don't 
upset the applecart, 
there's 
plenty of time to move up the 
ladder. 
During the next four years, 
Eagleton 
made 
the 
office 
of attorney general even more 
controversial than most of his 
predecessors did. Never one to 
ride the fence, Mr. Eagleton ap­ 
parently took delight in issuing 
opinions that upset conserva­ 
tiv es, lib erals, Democrats and 
Republicans. 
Remember these headlines? 
"Board 
of 
Pharmacy 
and 
Eagleton 
clash." "Eagleton 
prom otes 
consumer 
fraud 
legislation." 
"Eagleton 
for 
hearing examiner bill." Eag­ 
leton urges updating criminal 
law s." 
And of course, the granddaddy 
of them all, "Eagleton says Sun­ 
day 
Closing 
law will be en* 
forced." 
Now as Lieutenant 
Governor, 
Eagleton 
makes a 
f e w 
speeches for Governor Hearnes 
and does some ribbon cutting. 
There just isn’t too much to do 
in the job to keep your name 
before the public. Even for a 
guy like Tom Eagleton. 
At that, though, he's probably 
more fortunate than others be­ 
fore him. 
Governor Hearnes 
has delegated some of his side 
duties to Eagleton. He made a 
study of the Department of Cor­ 
rections and Parole Board. He’s 
currently heading a study on ed­ 
ucation in M issouri. 
As 
Lieutenant Governor 
at 
$12,000 a year, there’s enough 
tim e to practice law and boost 
the family income, something he 
couldn't do with the full time at­ 
torney general's job and $15,000 
a year. 
What 
does the 
future hold 
for the man who cut his teeth 
on politics and surely won't be 
satisifed in his present posi­ 
tion too much longer? 
It's 
not revealing any se c ­ 
re ts to say that Eagleton's one 
eye is Just about bloodshot be­ 
cause it's been cocked in the 
direction of Washington, D. C., 
for so long. 
He had a notion to go for a 
U.S. 
Senate seat in 1962 but 
listened to the advice of some 
old pros who figures it was too 
early. Then, how about 1968, 
when 
incumbent 
Edward V. 
Long will have to run for re- 
election? 
Intimates of Eagleton say no, 
again, and so does Eagleton. 
If political 
conditions of to­ 
day stay about the same in the 
next two years, Eagleton will 
bide his time and run again 
for lieutenant governor, "hope­ 
fully as a teammate of Gover­ 
nor H earnes," as he puts it. 
Of course, Eagleton admits that 
someday in the "not too distant" 
future, he has hopes of a "Sen­ 
ate Eagleton" and a "Senator 
Hearnes" 
representing M is­ 
souri in Washington. 
For the present though, that 
idea appears years off. And the 
Republicans, no doubt, will try 
to make sure it never happens.

A dvertising plays an im portant 
role in the sm all town shopper's 
buying and account 
for 29% 
of first tim e purchases. O ther 
reasons they make a first tim e 
purchase in order of influence 
a re need for product, curiosity, 
low price, display, coupons and 
recom m endation by a friend. 
But advertising will not cause 
as many sm all town shoppers 
to change brands. 
Just 7% 
will do so com pared to 13% 
for all types of shoppers, the 
study points out.
